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A FRUITLESS DAY. 


‘The House and Senate Succeed in Passing the Day 
Doing Nothing 

WasHincton, May 25.—The_ republican 
committee of seven, on the order of business, 
last night determined to maintain the posi- 
tion which has been taken by the republicans 
relative tothe election case of Mackey vs. 
O'Conner, and to persist in demanding its 
consideration before any other business was 
disposed of They also decided to take a re- 
cess from 5 o’clock to 7 on Tuesdays and 
Thursdays for the purpose of holding night 
sessions. The democrats assert an equal de- 
termination to adhere to their oppusition, 
and the present indications point to an in- 
detinite prolongation of the struggle. 

In the senate Mr. Harris called up the sen- 
ate bill to attach the county of Hardeman ‘o 
the eastern division of the western district of 
Tennessee. Passed. After an executive ses- 
sion the senate adjourned. 

In the house no time was lost in removing 
the struggle over the Mackey-Dibble contest- 
ed election case, which was called up by Mr. 
Calkins, of Indiana, immediately after the 
reading of the journal, and Mr. Randall, of 
Pennsylvania, as usual, raised the question 
of consideration, and Mr. Kenna, of West 
Virginia, interjected a motion to adjourn, on 
which Mr.  Randali demanded the 
yeas and nays. Lost. Yeas, none, 
nays183. But this did not avail. Roll call 
followed roll call upon dilitory motions, until 
1:45, when the quorum was again broken. 
Then, after another call of the house, five 
o'clock having arrived, the house took recess 
until’ p.m. Pending the announcing of the 
recess the speaker laid before the house a 
message from the president, transmitting a 
letter from the secretary of state concerning 
the awards made against Venezuela by 
the mixed commission under the convention 
of April 26th, 1866. 

The president says: “‘I earnestly invite the 
attention of congress to this communication 
and the accompanying inclosures. In case 
neither house takes action on it during the 
present congress I shall feel it my duty to di- 
rect that this prolonged discussion be defi- 
nitely terminated by recognizing the abso- 
lute validity of all the awards.’’ 

In the evening session of the house at 8 
o'clock, there was not a quorum of republi- 
cans present, and after several roll calle and 
various motions were made the house, at 10 
o’clock, adjourned until tomorrow. 

The day in the senate was not more pro- 
ductive of results than in the house, the 
vreater part of the time having been con- 
sumed in discussing the Japanese indeninity 
fund bill, without reaching a vote on the 
amendment.

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NEHEMIAH CURTIS’S TRIAL. 


He is Found Gullty of Accepcing Money from Govern- 
ment Empley cs. 

New York, May 25.—The case of General 
Curtis, ex-special treasury agent,who has peen 
on trial for the past few days for receiving 
money from oftice holders for political pur- 

oses, was concluded this morning in tne 
United Statas circuit court by the jury bring- 
ing in asealed verdict. It read that the ac- 
cused was guilty on the first and eighth counts, 
and not guilty on all the other counts 
of the indictment. The counsel for 
the defense gave notice of a motion in arrest 
of judgment, and the 2d of June was fixed 
for argument of the motipgn. ‘The first count 
recites that the accused, as a government em- 
ploye, received money from Peter Vogelsang, 
also a government employe, for the republi- 

an state committee, and the eighth count 
charges a like accusation, but the money was 
received from Charles Freichel, government 
employe. The district attorney said he would 
allow General Curtis to stand on his own 
recognizance in $500.

After a Strike. 

READING, Pa., May 25.—Work was resumed 
to-day at the Reading cotton mill, which was 
closed about five weeks ago, owing to a strike 
among the operativesagainsta reduction of 10 
per centin the wages. A bout 150 of the em- 
ployes returned to work to-day at the reduc- 
tion. One of the strikers was arrested for in- 
terfering with those who desired to return to 
work, but he was afterwards discharged. 


THE MALLEY DEFENSE. 


An Effertte Preve that Jennie Cramer waa Alone 
on the Fatal Day. 

New Haven, May 25.—In the Jennie Cramer 
murder trial vesterday, Maggie Kane testified 
that Friday night before Jennie’s body was 
found the (witness) wasat Savin rock in cole 
pany with a Mr. Schuster, She and her escort 
joined Thomas Degnan John Haswell and 
Nellie Connor’ at the flying horses. All 
the party but Schuster rode on the horses, ¥ it- 
being on the outside horse, Degnan 
beside her and the other two in a box. 
Dernan had been drinking; she 
and Degnan made considerable noise; 
after riding awhile witness asked to have the 
horse stopped but Degnan urged her to go

the state, a witness swore to having heard 
Jennie Cramer make use of the expression 
“My God, I’m paralyzed,’’ during the re- 
ported ‘spree’ of the Mall ys, Blanche 
Douglass and Jennie at Savin Rock on the 
hight previous to the discovery of Jennie’s 
dead body. 

In the trial of the Malleys the defense has 
begun, and the result of the first day’s testi- 
mony gives the followingresult: Lieutenant 
Richard W. Waite, of the National Blues, 
was called to thestand. ‘‘On Thursday morn- 
ing, August 4th,™said the lieutenant, ‘‘be- 
tween eight and nine o'clock, I saw Jennie 
Cramer and Blanche Douglass coming from 
the Malley mansion. They came down the 
front steps, around the west side of the foliage- 
bed, and crossed to the sidewalk on Derby 
avenue. Walter and James Malley were stand- 
ing in the front door; Lsaw Miss Cramer look 
over her shoulder and wave her handtothem 
She was dressed in white, and she carried a 
fan in her hand. She was smiling and ap- 
parently in the best of spirits. Miss Douglass 
was drawing on her mits. She wore a waist 
of gold brocaded silk or satin.”’ 

Emanuel M. Gans swore that he had known 
Jennie Cramer cight or ten years. He was 
positive that he met her about a_ block from 
her house, turning from Grand into Jefferson 
street, between half-past eleven anda quarter 
of twelve o'clock on Thursday morning, Au- 
gust Sd. She was alone. [This was about 
the time that she left her mother’s house 
The testimony indicates that Miss Douglass 
did not accompany the girl.] She was dressed 
in white. 

Albert Massure, a conductor on the horse 
cars between New Havin and Savin Rock, 
was sworn. ‘My ecarYeft Church and Chapel 
streets at ten minutes of twelve on August 
6th,’ he said. “**‘We always stop on Church 
street after crossing Chapel. In going around 
the corner I noticed a lady in white standing 
up in thecar. She seemed to bea little ex- 
cited, and she said she guessed she would get 
otf. She got off the car and went around 
Snow's corner, up Chapel street. [ started 
on, and had gone forty or lifty feet when the 
lady hailed me. She was in the middle of 
the Uhapel street crossing. I stopped the car, 
add she again boarded it. I lettthecar about 
ainile anda half from Savin Rock and went 
todinner. She remained on thecar. 1 did 
not know the lady. She resembled pictures 
of the late Jennie Cramer.’ 

Mrs. Mary Flanagan testified that she had 
known Jennie Cramer about three years. ““On 
August 4th,”’ she said, ‘I started for Savin 
Rock with Mrs. Samuel Colt. J got on the 
car at the corner of Howard avenue and Put- 
nam street. Jennie Cramer sat on the same 
seat with me, at tue extreme lett band. There 
were two or three personz between us. She 
was dressed in white muslin. She worea 
white hat and feather, and a blue sash and 
lace mitts. She carried asmall, blue, beaded 
purse in her hand,” 

“Jennie wore a low corsage,’ Mrs. Flanagan 
continued. ‘‘She did not get off at the Rail- 
road Grove [flying horses], but went on as far 
as the Rock [about a quarter of a mile fur- 
ther]. Isaw her get otf. We went up the 
face of the Rock, and she went up a little 
path around to the right. The path led toa 
grove. Isaw herno more. There was a pic- 
nic from New Britain there that day.”’ 

Mrs. Charles Hawley, a colored woman, tes- 
tified that she fluted a white dress for Jennie 
Cramer on Wednesday, August 3d. The girl 
brought her the dress about six o’clock on 
Tuesday evening. She came for it about 2 p. 
m., on the following day, and waited an hour 
and a-half for it. She was alone. ‘My 
daughter Josephine was with me. The lady 
wore a dark blue dress. She carried away her 
white dress on herarm. ft had eight flounces. 
I had done washing for her befere. She told 
me that her name was Jennie Cramer, and 
that she lived with her parents, and that her 
father kept a tobacco store. I never saw her 
again.”’ 

“Mrs. Caroline Volkenburg testified that she 
lived within two or three doors of the Cramet 
house, and that she had known Jennie eight 
or ten years. She saw her passing her house 
on Tuesday, August 2d, about 6 o’clock p.m., 
vith a white dress on ber arm. She saw her 
again on Wednesday afternoon, coming from 
the direction of Madison street, (where the 
colored washerwoman lived), with a fluted 
white dress on her arm. She wore a blue 
ecambric dress with white lace. Mrs. Cather- 
ine Riley was with me. I told her whoit was, 
and said that Jennie inust be going on an ex- 
cursion to-morrow.”’ 

The object of this testimony concerning the 
white dress seems to be to indicate that Jen- 
nie was preparing for a picnicon Thursday. 


AN INDIAN APPEAL 


For a Chance to Make a Living—The Cause of the 
Late Outbreak.

San Francisco, May 25.—A Fort Thomas 
dispatch says that Esketleschew, chief of the 
Cayote Apaches, has visited Colonel Herbert 
G. Brackett, of the 3d cavalry, commanding 
the post, and states that he wishes the govern- 
ment to allow lis people “to go back and live 
at their old home in the White mountains 
There is plenty of grass and water for stock 
raising, and they can farm. He complains 
that the sub-agency is unhealthy and the 
land unproductive, and that no water 
ean be had there for farming purposes. All 
thev desire is to be permitted to go where 
they can make a living, and if they are al- 
lowed to return they will not ask the govern- 
ment for ussistance of any kind, as they can 
support themselves. He also stated that they 
wish the military to protect them from Amer- 
cans, Mexicans and hostile Indians. — Refer- 
ring tu the cause of the ‘hircebua 
outbreak, he said it was raused 
by Agent Tiffany not assisting 
them to make water ditches to irrigate the 
land. Two of the chiefs, Jub and Meclise, 
went on two different occasions to Tiffany 
begging for this assistance in getting out the 
ditches, and Tiffany would not reply or give 
them any satisfaction whatever. This chief 
stated that-he represented fifteen chiefs of 
different bands of Apaches, who had sent 
him with the message, and hence he spoke 
by authority. 
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A SHOCKING OUTRAGE. 


Seven Mexicans Murdered for Defending their Women 
frem Aygmerican Kuvishers. 

San Francisco, May 25.—The Toombstone 
Epitaph publishes an account of a fight at 
Igas ranche, on the line of the ANzona and 
New Mexico railroad, near the Sonona border. 
Mescale is smuggled atross the line, and 
much ill-feeling is engendered between tbe 
American railroad laborers and the Mexicans. 
A few evenings ago a number of Mexicans 
with their families encamped near Igas 
ranche. The American laborers being drunk, 
attempted to force the Mexicans to give up 
their women. This was resisted, and anaffray 
followed, in which seven» Mexicans were 
killed and several wounded. A number of 
Americans were wounded and it is thought 


three will.die.

Religious services were conducted 
by the Rey. G. L. Leyburn, by the singing of 
the 137th psalm, prayer by Dr. T. D. Bell, the 
117th hymn, closing prayer by Professor W. 

The 
minutes were read by Temporary Clerk Mitch- 
ell, and after some amendment, were ap- 
proved. A letter from Bennett H. Young, 
representing the estate of Dr. 
Stuart Robinson, was presented by Rev. Dr. 
Pratt. It related to the bequest of $25,000 for 
an invalid endowment fund, and expressed 
the readiness of the heirs to turn over the 
money at once, independent of the condi- 
tions imposed by the will. Dr. Hopkins mov- 
ed to refer to the committee on home mis- 
sions, which was agreed to, and Colonel Col- 
licr and Judge Turley were added to the com- 
mittee as legai advisers. On the call of com- 
mittees Dr. Palmer presented the report of the 
committee on Sabbath-schools, giving many 
statistics as to schools, scholars, teachers and 
other workers. ‘The committee, however, ob- 
jected to the idea becoming so prevalent that 
the attendance of children on Sunday-schools 
should dispenSe with their attendance upon 
the reguiar worship of the church. Pasto 
and parents should urge the necessity of at- 
tendance on public worship as something 
which cannot be supplemented by any other 
exercises. The report was adopted. The re- 
port of the special committee on Sabbath ob- 
servance was read by Dr. Arbuthnott. It re- 
commended a continuance of the agitation 
for legal aids enforcing the observance of the 
Sabbath. and to this end suggested the con- 
tinuance of the permanent committee. Some 
irregularity in the minutes of the synod of 
Missouri were rectified. 
RECEPTION OF BISHOP STEVENS, 

Bishop Peter IF. Stevens of the Reformed 
Episcopal church said: Lam commissioned to 
bear to you the fraternal salutations of the 
Reformed Episcopal church. The privilege 
of fraternal relations between christian bod 
ies ought to be cherished as one of the 
most precious of our experience. 
In 1873, at the evangelical alliance Bishop 
Cummins, of Kentucky, communed at the 
hands of a Presbyterian minister, and for this 
he was criticised. He then resolved to be 
free, inorder that he might feel at home 
with God’s people wherever he met them. 
Newness of name does not imply newness of 
heart. He organized the Reformed Episcopal 
church. The new church appreciates the 
courtesy of the Presbytersan church south, 
which is the only body that has yet recog- 
nized us, and to which we look up, as does a 
little damsel not yet in her teens, who stands 
on tiptoe to reach the hands of her elder 
sister. Moderator Smoot replied to Bishop Ste- 
vens, briefly assuring him of the friendly feel- 
ing entertained for his body. 

The moderator announced that, by the 
courtesy of THe ATLANTA ConstTiTuTION he 
had a message to read to the assembly. Before 
doing so, however, he called attention to the 
rule declaring disorderly all manifestations 
of applause or disapproval Stated Clerk Wil- 
son then read as follows: 


tion, Atlanta: The official telegram from the gen- 
eral assembly of the Fresbyterian church in the 
United States, now in session in your city, has just 
been read in our assembly here. The reading was 
received with long and thrice-repeated applause. 
The matter was tuen referred to the committee on 
correspondence, with instructions to report at the 
earliest possible-moment. 

HERRICK JOHNSON, Moderator. 

THE PARK CASE. 

The assembly then resumed consideration 
of the Park case, by the reading of tiie record 
in the case. Rev. J. M. Rose, en behalf of 
the presbytery of Memphis, disclaimed any 
desire to abridge the rights of Rev. Mr. Park 
because of his color. Mr. Park was an earn- 
est, pious worker, and deserved honor for his 
modesty. Itis not by his act that this case 
is here—he never desired to vote. This action 
is brought by others who wished a settlement 
of the questions involved. In 1869 the gen- 
eral assembly authorized, with a view to the 
ultimate upbuilding of an African Presbyte- 
rian church, the ordination of colored men 
to the ministry. 
Memphis presbytery, on April 24, 1874, or- 
dained Rey. Sam Park as an evangelist ‘‘to 
people of his own color, with a view to the 
organization of a colored presbytery as soon 
as possible.”’ 

One of the candidates for the ministry was 
killed by accident, and this, in connection 
with other causes, operated to defeat the 
formation of a colored presbytery. It was 
expressly stipulateg that he was not to be in- 
vested with the power of rule in the church. 
Mr. Rose read from the records of the assem- 
bly to show the basis on whichthe presbytery 
acted. At Germantown, the right of Mr. 
Park to vote in the presbytery was challenged. 
The moderator sustained Mr. Park's claim. 
An appeal was taken, in which the decision 
was reversed. From this action the minority 
appealed to the synod, and the synod sus- 
tainea the right of Mr. Park to full member- 
ship. To be relieved from this ruling, by 
which we are compelled to _ receive 
as a member one who never’ was 
a member, the Presbytery of Memphis ap- 
peals to this assembly. Mr. Rose proceeded 
to read a letter showing Park’s unfitness for 
ordination to the regular ministry. 

Mr. Kirkpatrick ovjected to the reading, as 
it was in the nature of evidence. 

Moderator Smoot—It is presented as a part 
of an argument, and may be so read. He 
can read Young's Night Thoughts if he feeis 
like it. 

Mr. Rose resumed—The letter is from Rev. 
W. Kk. Boggs, of Atlanta, who was at that 
time a member of the Presbytery. The letter 
proceeded to state that Park could not read a 
chapter or a hymn correctly, but he was 
earnest and sincere. It was well under- 
stood that Parks ordination was for 
a special work which he was 
to create for himself, and the fact 
of his ordination no more made him a mem-

These people are here 
to stay. They increase at the rate of 267,000 a 
year.

GLADSTONE’S TWO BILLS. 


PERSUASION AND PUNISHMENT IN 
EQUAL PROPORTION.

Lonpon, May 25.—In the house of commons

Mr. Glad- 
stone spoke with great passion, and he said 
the Irish must confine themselvesto agitating 
for changes in the land law, or whatever they 
may desire, by means of respecting the pri- 
vate judgment and the liberty of the people. 
In regard to the objection of Irish judges to 
the suppression of juries, he declared that if 
parliament were to allow the judges to inter- 
tere in framing the bill, they would abandon 
one of the most important fu»ctions 
of the goverment. The institu- 
tion of a special tribunal is 
necessary, but that question can be diseussed 
in the committee. No good could come of 
prolonged discussion unlesg it was the inten- 
tion of some members to exasperate the 
animosity between England and Jre and. He | 
beseeched the house not to obstruct the bill. 
Mr. Ritchie, the conservative for Lower Ham- 
lets, stated that he would not vote for the 
bill. Mr. Northcote said he regretted this 
intention. Whatever fault might be tound 
with the government's Irish policy, the con- 
servatives ought to give a solid vote forthe 
bill in the interests of peace and order. Mr. 
Donnell, home rule member for Dungarven, 
denounced the bill. The Irish, he said, ought 
never to rest until the administration in Ire- 
lund is free from British —interfer- 
ence. Mr. Gladstone’ stated that he 
would propose that the house adjourn 
to-morrow until Thursday. Mr. Parnell 
resumed the debate on the repression bill. 
He said he believed that the inference drawn 
from Mr. Dillon’s speech was unwarranted. 
He regretted that the government had not 
confined itself to the arrevrs of rent bill which 
would have brought about a settlement of 
Irish affairs. He defended boycotting to a 
limited extent, as practiced by English work- 
men. The feelings of the Irish people before 
the Phoenix park murders was eaiming, but 
allis now upset by the fresh coercion bill, 
which will simply play into the hands of the 
secret societies. Mr. Parnell’s speech was 
very moderate and almost apologetic. Mr. 
Parnell said he and “his friends in 
prison had certainly never thought that the 
transfer of the land to the occupiers could be 
effected by any other means than by purchase. 
He entreated the government, even at the 
last moment, not to shut the door of concilia- 
tion. Mr. Charles Russell, liberal member 
for Dundalk, though sympathizing yith Irish 
aspirations, cordially approved the provisions 
of the bill for the abolition of juries, levying 
fines on districts, the right of search and 
against the importation of abominable litera- 
ture from America. Mr. Jesse Colings, liberal, 
predicted that there would be a great outcry 
in England if anybody should be hanged in 
Ireland on a judgment arrived at without the 
verdict of ajury. Mr. Trevelyn, chief secre- 
tary for Ireland,admitted thatthe government 
had sent simultaneously messages of concili- 
ation and coercion, but pointed out that the 
messages were not sent addressed. He said 
that Earl Spencer had determined that all 
cases of interference with the British for the 
shelter of evicted persons, should be submit- 
ted to him before. the police were allowed 
to interfere. Mr. Trevelyn stated 
thatClifford Lloyd would not set in any court 
under the bill, (cheers by the Irish mem- 
bers,) asthe powers of the act could only 
be exercised by a special magistrate. The 
powers granted in regaid to public meetings 
would only be exercised where the meetings 
were part of the machinery of violence and 
disorder. Mr. Cowen’s amendment declaring 
that while the house is desirous of aiding the 
vovernment in the detection of crime, it dis- 
approves of restrictions on the freqgex pression 
of public opinion in Ireland, was rejected by 
a vote of 554 to 47.

It may be truly 
called the greatest of all missionary move- 
ments, foreign and domestic, in our land. 
We rejoice in its past history,and pray that God 
may bless its future athousand fold more. 
In reference tothe paper of Dr. Savage, sug- 
gesting a more definite plan for collections for 
the society, we recommend the adoption of 
the following: That we most cordially com-

CRAWFORDSVILLE, May 25.—The farmers are 
beginning to harvest their grain in this sec- 
tion. The yield will be an abundant one. 
All are very much encouraged at the prospect. 
The poorest land around here, so I am told 
by well posted farmers, will yieldas much as 
forty bushels of oats and twenty bushels of 
wheat peracre. Mr. L. Trope, one of our 
prominent citizens, hasa fine patch of rice 
under cultivation. He has only a few acres 
planted, bat last year he raised enough to 
supply his own family and had some over to 
sell. The land in this section, coupled with 
the temperature, will raise almost any 
kind of grain. Our farmers have almost en- 


tirely abandoned the cultivation of cotton, 
and this year will produce mostly wheat, 
oats, barley, potatoes, corn, el@, But little 
corn and meat is now sold here; the farmers 
have seen where they were bankrupting 
themselves and are feeding their stock on 
oats. There will be enough of thi§ grain 
raised to carry us to the corn season without 
buying any corn from the merchants. The 
majority of the planters are cultivating on 
the intensive principle, some of them having 
reduced their farms to half oftheir former size. 

Of course old Taliaferro will £0 solidly for 
Mr. Stephens for governor. This place is his 
home, and here they idolize the great com- 
moner for his purity, ability and incorrupti- 
ble integrity.

COVINGTON'S CREAMERY. 


ABOUT SMALL DAIRY FARMING IN 
GEORGIA. 


Mrs. Camp’s Wonderful Churning at Covington—Who 
the Camps Are—The Farm—How the Cows Look. 
Churving 20 Galions of Cream—Granu- 
lated Butter—Putttng the Product Up. 


Special Correspondence of The Constitution. 

Covincton, Ga, May 24, 1882.—'‘Where 
will I find Mrs. Camp’s dairy farm?” I asked 
this morning of Mr. John Harper, the clever 
young druggist here. 

“Come to the door,”’ he replied, ‘und I will 
show it to you.” 

Following him, I went to the front and 
looked away to the north, as he pointed. 
Half a mile from the public square, I saw a 
small cabin or barn. 

‘That ison Mrs. Camp’s place,’ said Mr. 
Harper, ‘and you will find the good people 
always at home.”’ 

It was 10 o’clock and I started out at once. 


THE ConstiTuTIoN has already heard of the 
wonderful showing made by Mrs. Camp with 
a iew Georgia scrub cows, and I confess that I 


over one hundred and ten dollars a month 
could be made with less than a dozen cows, a 
family of seven children well supported and 
eighty dollars left as net profit, after feeding 
the cows, into the bargain. But I am satisfied 
now, and shan’t quarrel any more when I want 
a way to make a living. It seemed odd to find 
aman runninga small dairy farm who could 
trace his family lineage in a direct line back 
for two hundred and fifty-two years, but such 
is the case. Mr. Camp has a family tradition 
on his mother's side running back to William 
the conqueror, both his grandfathers served 
seven years in Washington’s army. Samuel 
Camp. his grandfather, served with distinc- 
tion in Gabriel Penn's regiment of Virginia 
troopers, during the: revolution and was 
comtuissairat in that command. I was shown 
the family seal and coat of arms, the crest, 
colors and definition being obtained from the 
London records. These humble people still 
preserve all the pride of a distinguished 
lineage, and though unpretentious in their 
happy present abode, are the peers of the 
highest aristocracy of the land in point of 
honor and fine feeling. 

Mrs. Camp, who wrote the recent interest- 
ing letter in THe CONSTITUTION, is a woman 
of refinement and education. She is a gradu- 
ate of Covington female college, and considers 
her present labors far more worthy of honor 
than in playing ‘‘my lady.” 

THE FARM. 

Mr. Camp came here in November last; I 
mean to his present abode. Six years ago, 
however, he returned from the west with 
only a dollar and a quarter in money. 
With this he commenced his work. His wife 
inherited one hundred and forty dollars. 
This was all they had. Since then they have 
worked together, supported a large family 
and to-day he is worth $2,500, with one of the 
prettiest little enterprises, yielding a hand- 
some revenue, that have ever seen. The 
farm contains just forty-eight acres, and lies 
along a creek that runs around the edge of 
Covington. There are three pretty meadows 
of about five acres each, and on these the cows 
feed, alternating as one is eaten down, to an- 
other and around again. These meadows are 
sowi_in clover and native grasses, and from 
each acre Mr. Camp has cut usually three tons 
of clover three times a vear. He uses im- 
proved machinery for cutting his grasses, and 
in twenty minutes cuts enough to feed six- 
teen head of stock for two days. One of these 
meadows is used for green soiling, while 
plenty of peas are planted on the place else- 
where. Besides these things, the place pro- 
duces enough forage to feed the saitle ali the 
year through with feed left. 

HOW THE €OWS LOOK. 

In company with Mr. MacNeal, who was 
there for the purpose of looking at Mr. Camp's 
place preparatory to starting a dairy of his 
own, 1 was escorted down to the pasture 
where the cows were grazing. There was 
nothing unusual about the cows at all, they 
being ordinary Georgia scrub cows, such as 
we see every day in the country. 

‘What do they average per day?’ I asked 
Mr. Canip. 7 

‘In milk you mean? Well, I cannot say, 
though I think they will average over six 
quarts per day, some of them, of course, giv- 
ing as high as four gallons, some two and 
others three gallons.”’ 

‘Is this a good average?’ 

“Yes, as good as the finest dairy farms in 
America will average. Probably the best 
dairy farms in the country is in Maine, and 
the cows there for seven years have only aver- 
aged seven quarts a day. Then the famous 
Washuckham herd in New York state only 
average six quarts. These are the most au- 
thentic herds, and you see mine is as good as 
the average. 

“There is a small cow,very young,for which 
I paid fifteen dollars; she will not weigh forty | 
pounds to the quarter, and yet she is giving 
three gallons of pure milk every day. My 
finest cow, for which I paid twenty-five dol- 
lars, is a half-breed Jersey. Her name is 
“Spot,’’ and each day she gives four full gal- 
lons of milk,”’ 

‘Do you think it necessary to have these 
fine breed of cows to carry ona successful 
dairy farm ?”’ 

“Not at all.. Allof mine with this excep- 
tion are scrub stock, and yet my butter 
commands all the time fifty cents per pound, 
selling from second hands at seventy-five. It 
is the way Cows are attended to that makes 
them valuable as milkers. I paid twelve 
dollars for the poorest cow I have, and yet 
she is givinga gallonand three quarts every 
day. She is poor now, but was poorer when 
I bought her,” 

‘How many gallons of milk do you get 
now every day?” 

“J get sixteen gallons from nine cows, but 
only three of them are fresh, the others hav- 
ing calves from three to ten months old.” 
With the exception of the one mentioned 
all of Mr. Camp's cows are sleek, fat looking 
animals, thoroughly gentle and apparently 
proud of their careful master. The escutch- 
eons are not large. On this point Mr. Camp 
said, ‘‘A good cow properly handied does not 
shew a large bag, the milk being retained in 
the large milk veins, and only let down 
when milked.”’ 

CHURNING TWENTY GALLONS OF CREAM. 

When we were through looking at the 
farm, which is a very pretty place and which 
cannot be bought for less than one hundred 
dollars an acre, although it cost only thirty 
dollars, we went to the house to witness the 
churning. The calf was led up into the 
little tread mill and over went the churn. a 
barrel revolving on pivots end over end. Mr. 
Camp uses the ‘‘Stoddard churn,”’ said by the 
dairy men to be the best made. In sixty 
minutes twenty gallons of cream had made 
twenty-five pounds of sweet, pure, granulated 
butter. In its granulated form the butter is 
beautiful, each globule being separate and 
piling on top of each other like a process of 
crystalization. 

WORKING THE BUTTER 

When the buiteris taken out it is salted 
and worked on a patent butter worker, never 
once being touched by the hands. 
But that the process of churning 
may be better understood, I append 
Mr. Camp’s own process for making granu- 
lated buttr. Stop churning when the particles 
of butter are about the size of kernels of 
wheat or small peas. Draw off the butter- 
milk, and with adipper pour a pail of cold 
water over the butter, letting it run through 
itand outof the churn. Thig hardens the 
granules of butter, and prevents their mass- 
ing together. Next cover the butter with 
cold water,and move the churn back and 
forth a few times; draw off the water, and 
repeat until the water runs from the churn 
clear. At this stage it is recommended, and 
practiced by mamy,to cover the butter with 
strong brine (which can be kept for this pur- 
pose and repeatedly used by occasional scald 
ing to keep pure,) which hardens the grain, 


and more perfectly liberates the but. 
termilk, giving the butter a 
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brighter a rance. It ismow ready for the 
rea ouick’ can be sifted on while in the 
churn, by stirring or moving about from one 
side of the churn tothe other, or it can be 
sifted on as itis removed to the butter bowl. 
or spread the butter on the butter-worker, 
and sift on the salt, and work very lightly, 
then remove tothe butter tray, covering it 
with cloth wet in brine to exclude the air, let 
it remain a few hours for the salt to dissolve, 
when asecond light working prepares it for 
the package. The advantage of this method 
is that the buitermilk is removed, and the 
salt coming in contact with the small particles 
is thoroughly incorporated without working 
the butter, except to liberate the brine, thus 
preserving the grain perfectly, and conse- 
quently its keeping qualities, 

Mr. Camp is sole-agent for these churns, 
and will mail descriptive circulars on appli-

cation. 
BUTTER. 

When the butter was thoroughly worked, 
Mr. Camp commenced putting it up in two 
pound glass jars, twelve of them 1n a Case. 
This nets twelve dollars, the jars being return- 
ed free. There is no difficulty in getting this 
price, and Mr. Camp informed me he could seil 
20) poundsa day if he had the cows to make 
it. Ireally never saw or tasted better. I: 1s 
sweet and as yellow as Goshen. Mrs. Camp 
kindly spread a little on a piece of bread, and 
I smacked my lips overit with delight. No 
wonder it sel!s well, if it all tastes like that. 

PRACTICAL RESULTS OF THIS SMALL DAIRY. 

Since Mrs. Camp's letter appeared in THE 
CONSTITUTION she has received over one hign- 
dred letters seeking information on the dairy 
business. Mr. Albert W. Foster, of Madison, 
Ga., was here a few days ago, and left in the 
most enthusiastic spirits over the prospects 
and, being a man of means, has determined 
to starta dairy farny at once, herding 200 
cows—all Georgia scrubs. AsI have already 
said, Mr. MacNeal, of Covington proposes to 
vo into the business at once as does another 


gentleman here. These are some of the 
practical results of the honest labor of this 
good man and his noble wife and a 
grander lesson was never offered 
Georgians than is contained in_ their 
work. They are enthusiastic over 
what they have done so far, and Mr. Camp as- 
sures me he is anxious to do all he can forthe 
state.

The Jersey calf that runs the 
churn power is three months old, raised by 
hand, or ‘‘on ‘the bottle,”’ I might say, and is 
over twice as large as the three-months calf 
raised by suckling. Mr. Camp has traveled 
over fifteen states and ought to know a thing 
or two about the business.

Besides the dairy industry, Mr. Camp has

planted out 200 mulberry trees and is going 
to commence the culture of silk worms next 
season. He thinks there is a pretty profit in 
them. The trees are already of considerable 
size. 

The farm, though small, when completed 
will be one of tne most beautiful in the state. 
It will be a model stock and dairy farm in 
every particular. He will build a race track 
one-third of a mile long, breed and train fine 
blooded stock, haye an amphitheater and a 
big thing generally. 

It must be remembered that Mr. Camp's 
success has been obtained from scrub stock 
altogether, and the highest price paid for 
his finest cow was twenty-five. dollars. He 
makes, indeed, a wonderful showing. 

The ‘‘Duke of Ingomar’’ is the name of the 
Jersey calf that turns the churn. Heisa 
beauty, too. 

Mr, Camp has spent $1,500 on this place al- 
realy. He paid thirty dollars an acre at first 
but it has cost sixty dollars, all told, per acre 
to date. His health is poor, being afflicted 
with rheumatism at times,though he says men 
of affliction generally accomplish great good 
in some instances, and cites Alex. Stephens as 
an example. ©... bi.

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DEATH OF MOSES TAYLOR. 


A New York Merchant Who Leaves a Fortune of 
$50,000,000. 
Special Dispatch to the Cincinnati Gazette. 

New York. May 23.—Moses Taylor died at 
6:15 a.m. to-day at his home, No. 122 Fifth 
avenue. He has been in feeble health a long 
time, and of late has been confined to his 
house. He became worse last Friday night, 
and gradually continued to grow weaker un- 
til he expired. He was burn in this city 
January 11, 1806. His great grandfather, also 
named Moses Taylor, came to this coun- 
try from London, England, in 17:55. 

"At the age of fifteen he entered the mercan- 
tile house of J. D. Brown, but soon afterwara 
became clerk in the great shipping house ot 
G.&S.S. Howland, in South street. The 
late William H. Aspinwall, who became a 
partrer of the Howlands, wasa clerk in the 
establishment at the sametime. Here young 
Taylor's business ability, industry, faithful- 
ness and energy earned him rapid promotion. 
He was permitted by the firm to make little 
ventures on his own account by making up 
small consignments of goods on his .own ac- 
count and intrusting them to captains and 
supercargoes voyaging for the house. He 
displayed so much fores'ght and good judg- 
ment that by the time he was twenty-six 
years old these transactions yielded hit 
about $15,000. With: this he, in 1832, began 
business for himself. 

Beginning the importation of sugars from 
Cuba on a small scale, he gradually developed 
this trade to great proportions, and made 
money rapidly. He was at one time an ex- 
tensive shipowner, and carried on various 
other important mercantile operations. In 
1855 he became president of the city bank, 
and has ever since held that position. In 1854 
he wasone of the few capitalists who organized 
the first Atlantic cable company. During the 
war of the rebellion he was one of 
the Union defense committee appointed 
by the great war mass meeting 
in Union Square, April 20, 1861. He 
also rendered valuable service in the war 
time as chairman of the loan commission of 
associated banks. His judgment on all finan- 
cial questions was highly valued and he was 
often consulted both personally and by letter 
by President Lincoln, Mr. Chase and other 


secretaries of the treasury, and the finance 
committees of both houses of congress. His 
views were sought in the preparation of the 
national banking act. and it has been under- 
stood among his friends that the position of 
secretary of the treasury was offered him by 
Mr. Lincoln when Mr. Chase resigned in 
1864. Mostof h‘s principal enterprises and 
investments were in connection with the de 
velopment of the resources of the country. 
To all business interests confided to his care 
he was faithful in an eminent degree. 

Owing to failing health h@had not been 
able to give much attention-to business out- 
side his home for the last two years, but kept 
a general run of his atfairs, and his mind re- 
mained clear and active. A few months ago 
he gave an endowment of $250,000 in railroad 
_bonds, amounting with premium and accrued 
t nterest to about $270,000, for the construction 
and maintenance of a hospital at Scranton, 
Pa., for injured and disabled employes of. the 
Delaware, Lackawanna and Western iailroad 
and the Lackawanna Iron and Coal company. 

By good judges tamiliar with his affairs his 
estate is estimated to be worth between $40,- 
OU0,000 and 350,000,000, the latter sum, it is 
said, being probably nearer the correct figure 
than the tormer. The bulk of this fortune 
Was in personal property, but he «owned at 
the time of his death between $3,000,000 
and $4,000,000 worth of New York real estate. 

He married in ear:y life, and leaves a widow, 
twosons and three daughters. One of his 
sons, George C. Taylor, is now in Europe, and 
the other, George A. C. Taylor, is connected 
With the firm of Moses Taylor & Co. The fu- 
neral will take place next Friday morning.

THE CONVENTION OF FRUIT-GROWERS. 

The convention of fruit-growers of Georgia 

that met in this city on yesterday, was a 
business body in every sense of the word. 
Over fifty delegates were present, represent- 
ing perhaps a quarter of a million of trees. 
There was a prompt business-like way of 
dealing with the subjects under considera- 
tion, and the result will be very useful to the 
fruit-growers of the state. Two committees 
having in charge the unfinished business of the 
association, will investigate further the ques- 
tion of railroad rates, refrigerator cars, and 
the best method of packing fruit, and report 
atlength. Itis understood that the recom 
mendation of these committees will bind the 
convention, asa resoluion to that effect was 
passed 


It seems to us that a good way to transport 


Next month: 


at least a part of the crop is by the use of re- 
frigerator cars. The rates on the Air-Line 
and State roads, as given by their agents for 
freight train schedules, are very low, amount- 
ing to about thirty cents a bushel between 
this point and Chicago or Washington. It 
will not cost more than sixty cents additional 
to pack the fruit sent by this schedule in re- 
frigerator cars and pay for the ice and the ser- 
vices of an attendant. At this rate the fruit 
can be delivered in the markets at less than a 
dollar a bushel in as good condition as if it 
was sent by express at a cost of twice as much. 
The express company will have all that 
it can handle, no matter what 
arrangements are made for other schedules. 
We are decidedly of the opinion that the re- 
trigerator car should be given a thorough test. 
It succeeds elsewhere in the transportation 
of fruits and there is no reason why it should 
not succeed here. The Louisville and Nash- 
ville, when the State road wished to lease 
some of their refrigerator cars, replied that 
every car they could command was busy 
with the fruit trade from Mont- 
gomery. Two other refrigerator companies 
replied that every car they could command 
was leased for the summer. It is our opinion 
that if refrigerator cars were once introduced 
on the southern roacs under proper auspices 
that the roads themselves would build enough 
in a short time to accommodate the demand. 
We understand that arrangements will be 
made to give the Tiffany cars a trial, and 
upon the result of that experiment very much 
willdepend. In the meantime we congratu- 
late the fruit growers of the state upon the 
effective, prompt and businesslike way in 


which they settted the questions of yester- 


day’s convention and adjourned and returned 
to their homes.

COLONEL LAMAR’S COMPLAINTS. 

Ever since Colonel Lamar became editor of 
the Macon Telegraph he has been exposing 
“conspiracies” to foist candidates upon the 
democratic party. 

First, he claimed that Governor Colquitt 
had given the thing away to Judge Simmons 
—then to Mr. Stephens—then to Mr. Blount 
—andso on through the chapter. He has 
warned the people over and over again that 
their liberties were being bartered away and 
that there were ‘‘rings’’ at work to fasten upon 
them objectionable leaders. He has really 
been morbid upon this point. He now objects 
to Mr. Stephens because a crowd of sore-heads 
and republicans have given him their indorse- 
ment, and callsupon the people to rally and 
prevent this unholy cabal from forcing them 
to take a governor they don’t want. 

This is all very foolish. As to the first 
stories when asked for a proof of them, Colo- 
nel Lamar declined to furnish it, and the 
course of things has proved that he was utter- 
ly and totally wrong in his speculations con- 
cerning them. As to Mr. Stephens, Mr. 
Lamar knows as well as he knows anything 
that the democratic party in making its selec- 
tion for governor will not be influenced in 
the slightest degree by what was done by the 
nine unhappy gentlemen who met in At- 
lanta the other day. Indeed, Mr, Stephens 
has put it out of the power of this coalition 
movement to affect the democratic primaries. 
The coalitionists are pledged to support him. 
He is their candidate. They can support no 
one but him. Now, he says squarely 
and plainly, if the democrats do not 
nominate him he will not run. This 
leaves the democrats more than free to 
reject him. For suppose they select Judge 
Crawford or Major Bacon or Mr. Blount. In 
that event Mr. Stephens is pledged to retire 
and there will be no opposition to the demo- 
cratic nominee. Where is the threat or the 
ictation—or the danger that Mr. Lamar 
complains of? 

The truth is Colonel Lamar objects to every 
candidate thatis named. He hatches a _ con- 
spiracy under every aspirant and draws pic- 
tures of a deluded democracy with a ring in 
its nose, being led hither and thither by sinis- 
ter hands. The suspicion is gradually ripen- 
ing that the gifted colonel has a candidate of 
his own hid out somewhere, and that for any 
one else to suggest a candidate is to conspire 
against the libertiesof the people and barte, 
away their most sacred prerogatives. It is 
barely possible that while the colonel has 
been denouncing Colquitt for offering the 
governorship to a long list of 
conspirators he has _ himself been 
pouring the oil of fiattery into some 
not reluctant ear. If so, we trust that the

colonel will not hesitate to play his band. If 
there is a man whose magnetism has been 
sufficient to capture the cynical journalist 
and to convince so close a reasoner that while 
it was treason for any one else to have a can- 
didate, if was the very thing for him to have, 
we should like to see that man. 

Trot out your candidate, Mr. Lamar, if you 
have one. The time is short. The fires are 
already lit on the mountain tops and the 
clans are about to gather. There is danger in 
delay. Other candidates are already in the 
field. There is a great “conSpiracy” coming 
toa headin the democratic ranks, and the 
object of this conspiracy is to nominate Mr 
Stephens. We don’t mind saying that we are 
taking a hand in this conspiracy ourselves.

In venturing to suggest that the democratic 
convention, soon to assemble in this city, shall 
see its way clear to the nomination of Mr. 
Stephens for the office of governor, THE Con- 
STITUTION believes that it isgiving voice to the 
almost unanimous desire of the party. If such 
be the case, the fact will assuredly be made 
manifest when the representatives of the peo- 
ple come together; in the meantime. we may 
be pardoned for referring with some degree of 
persistency to the considerations which seem 
to us to make the nomination of Mr. Stephens 
a peculiarly appropriate result of the remark- 
able revival and renewal of democratic har- 
mony in every section of the state. To some 
of these considerations we have already allu- 
ded, and others will have our attention as oc- 
easion offers; but we hope to make it plain 
that Tur Constitution presents the name of 
the distinguished Georgian in no partisan 
sense. We have no purpose or desire to an- 
tagonize other gentlemen, whose names have 
been suggested in this connection; and a con- 
test in the convention at this time is not to be 
thought of. Our preference for Mr. Stephens 
at this juncture is not in any sense a personal 
matter, and, in urging his name, we have an 
eye single to the perpetuation of the present 
unity and harmony of the party. 

Weare disposed to place the harmony of 
the partyabove every other consideration, 
and recent ceclarations on the part of Mr. 
Stephens convince us that he is keenly alive 
to the necessity of maintaining the demo- 
cratic organization intact, not only in the 
state, but in each congressional district and in 
every county. In the state, taken as a whole, 
the harmony of the party is assured—indeed, 
it was never more perfect than itis at this 
moment, but there are congressional dis- 
tricts in which it has not yet been re- 
stored. With Mr. Stephens as the democratic 
candidate for governor, it will be a compara- 
tively easy matter to redeem these districts 

that species of . independ- 
is ready to ally itself with 
form of republicanism with- 
ut a foothold in the state. A 
solid democratic delegation in congress 
‘rom Georgia, that can be relied upon at all 
times and inall contingencies, will be a great 
acquisition to the power and perfection of the 
party organization. Nevertheless, as we have 
said, we are willing to forego this (and a good 
many other things)if it should be made to 
appear that the suggestion of Mr. Stephens's 
name is likely to provoke a contest in the 
convention. We are after harmony—har- 
mony in the corvention and harmony in the 
party. 

It has been suggested that if Mr. Stephens 
should become the democratic candidate for 
governor, the charge would be made that the 
nomination had been practically dictated by 
the coalition; but such a suggestion is childish. 
The coalition is dead; even the carcass has 
been swept out of sight. Mr. Stephens de- 
stroyed the last hope of the gentlemen who 
proposed to profit by that movement when 
he distinctly repudiated their schemes. He 
not only destroyed the last hope of the coali- 
tion when he repudiated its purposes, but he 
struck a deadly blow at independentism when 
he said that whatever errors the democratic 
party may have committed should be cor- 
rected within rather than without the ranks of 
the organization; and whether Mr. Stephens 
is the candidate of the party or not, his letter 
will form the basis of the campaign against the 
allied forces of republicanism and independ- 
entism. To charge that the nomination os 
Mr. Stephens would be practicaily dictated 
by the coalition, isto hold him responsible 
for the barefaced attempt of the independent 
colonels to attach themselves to his populari- 
ty, anl we feel sure that the democrats of 
Georgia will not be a partly to such injustice. 
The coalition, without any real respect or re- 
yard for Mr. Stephens, sought to take advan- 
tage of his remarkable popularity in Georgia 
to further their programme for the destruct on 
of the democratic party.

Hesaid that the con 
vention Was called in order thatsome method 
might be devised for quick and = che “up tlrans- 
portation of early fruit. Mr. J. D. Cunning- 
ham, Jr., arose and offered the following reso- 
lution; prefacing it with a few remarks in 
reference to the need of cheap and quick 
transportation. He said also that there had 
never been anything in middle Georgia like 
the peach crop of the coming season. He 
said that there might not be another such 
soon, he hoped that there would be, and he 
wus anxious to make the mostofit. The 
resolution otfered was as fellows:

and western markets. 

2. Thatin ourjudgment fruit cannot be profita- 
biv shipped when the time between destination 
and Atlanta exceeds forty-eight hours and the rate 
one Gollar per hundred for 1,000 miles and in pro- 
portion fora less distance. 

>. Lhatany material increase over these figures 
eithe in time orrate will prevent the profitabie 
marketing of the bulk of the early fruit crop of 
Georgia. 

On motion of Dr. Hape, the first resolution was 
amended so as to read five instead of three, as the 
number of the committee. 

The resolution was adopted as amended. 
On motion of Mr. 8S. T. Jenkins, newspaper 
men and representatives of transportation 
were invited to take part in the proceedings. 

Mr. W. W. Woodruff, Sr,, spoke of the part 
Which railroads and express companies should 
take in developing the fruit interests, and 
thought that the compavies should not ex- 
pect tomake much, but shouid bear a share 
of the burden in developing the industry. 

Mr. Orme, of the West Point road, spoke 
in reference to what his road would do. He 
said: 

“All l have to say is to assure the people along 
our road that they shall have every facility fer 
transporting their fruit. At present Gdhaere is but 
oue grower on the West Point road that has any 
crop of any size, but we want every man on our 
road to feel that we will give atime and a 
rate that will be satisfactory. The read isa local 
road thatleads from Atlanta away from your mar- 
kets, but we will bring our fruit here aad turnit 
over to the connecting lines, and thusmake Atianta 
the initial point of a big system of fruit transporta- 
tion. There will be no dissatisfaction about the 
rate that we will make. Weare ready to do our 
part.’’ 

Dr. Hape spoke enthusiastically of the 
pronbect if suitable rates could be established.

orchard. He said that Mr. Orme seemed 
ready to do what he could, and he _ believed 
that the uther railroads and the express com- 
pany would be ready to do the same thing. 
THE SOUTHERN EXPRESS COMPANY. 

Mr. Clayton, of the southern express com- 
pany, on being called for said that his com- 
pany could not handle the entire crop. He 
said that the rates could not be improved on, 
but that he was able to carry about thirty or 
forty thousand pounds daily from Atlanta. 
He had tried to get extra cars but the railroads 
would not carry them. The passenger trains 
are already too heavily loaded to add addi- 
tional cars and freight. 

Dr. Hape’s amendment to the resolution of Mr. 
Cunningham having been adopted the chairman 
appointed the following committee on transporta- 
tion: John DV. Cunningham, W. W. Woodruff, 
Samuel Hape, W. H Clayvon, George H. Barnwell, 
Joseph M. Brown. 

Dr. Cary took the chair, and. the committee re- 
tired. Mr.S. T. Jenkins spoke on trausportation. 
He favored giving the fruit to the express compa- 
nies. Mr. J. D. Cunningham. Jr., briefly answered 
him and said thatit was useless to talk about the 
express company carrying the fruit. Mr. Clayton 
himself had admitted that he could notdoit. He 
thought that passenger train schedules for fruit 
trains ecou.d be obtained. Dr. Alexander 
thought the only feasible plan Was 
to ship in refrigerators. His 
idea was to have refrigerator cars go up and down 
the several roads leading into Atlanta and take on 
the fruit at the stations. He betieved a fruit train 
was impracticable, because there is no one ploce at 
which a train could be loaded. He said that his 
scheme was for the dealers to go with the car® and 
by advertising forit have the fruit brought to the 
trains. The fruitcould then be sold and the grower 
would have nothing more todo withit.. He did 
not want toship to agents or to Commission houses. 
He would rather take half price at the nesrest de 
pot and have his trouble ended there. <A short 
discussion arose as to the profits of evaporating, 
and a member stated that fruit need not be sold for 
less than two dollars a bushel as Jong as it could be 
evaporated. Dr. Alexander said that he cared not 
what the dealers got for the peaches. Mr. Woodrufl 
said that he heard a gentleman say he was going to 
deal in geaches, and his idea was to get then! at 25 
cents a bushel. ° 

A TRAIN OF FIVE CARS, : 

Dr. Hape, of the committee on transportation, re- 
turned to the room and stated that the committee 
desired to get some idea of the size of the crop. He 
asked those present to say how many peaches they 
could ship daily. He said that a fruit train or five 
carson passenger schedules could be obtained if 
the fruit could be secured to load it. Mr. Cunning- 
ham said he could furnish from one to four Cars a 
day. Mr. Robinson said he could furnish filty 
boxes daily. Mr. Guild said he could furnish from 
fifty toa hundred boxes. Dr. Alexander thought 
Decatur could supply a car load every three days, 
Mr. Woodruff said tuat there were four or five mer- 
chants at Griffin who would ship largely. Mr. Mc- 
Crea said that a firm of which he was a member 
would ship all the fruit that came _ to 
Marietta. Mr. Woodruff said that 
he had heard many farmers say they would ship 
fruit if they could get rates. Dr. Hape said that 
it had been suggested that a car of vegetables be 
added. Anything would be taken; he said, so the 
five cars were made up. Mr. J. W. Stokes said he 
thoughtit would be an easy matter to make up 
such a train. He had known Bichmond county to 
ship twenty car loads of watermelons in a day. 
Mr. Rushing saia that his firm, that of Rushing, 
Keller & Co., intended to take hold of the fruit 
business if he could make suitable freight rates. 
His plan was to conduct it as the chicken business 
is carried on in East Tennessee. He would buy 
from the farmers and fruit growers. Mr, Woodruff 
said that if he did he would get his fruit in such 
a bad condition that he would lose 
money on it. Mr. Jenkins spoke of his 
experience with fruit. He had advised a friend of 
his to plantan orchard, and at the end of three 
vears his friend sold 800 bushels of fruit and lost 
$300 where he should have made $3,000. He had 
allowed negroes and inexperienced persons to ship 
his fruit, and it was not dove properly. The ex; 
perience of his friend, however, had discourage 
all his neighbors and the fruit business in that lo- 
cality was not regarded asa very good thing. He 
therefore urged that those who entered the business 
should endeavor to make it a success, 80 as to en- 
courage and not discourage others. 

HOW TO SHIP FRUIT. 
Mr, Cunningham gave his experience in gather- 
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ingand shipping He said that fruit should ‘ve 
handled like ne ee. No fruit would ever 
reach market gathe as ineaperienced pe ple 
gatherand handle it. Mr, Woodrulf said the ¢ eur- 
ia pea _ bh had a reputation in the market and he 
oped for the sake of that reputation that no bed 
fruit would ever be seut ontofthe state. On me 
tion of Mr. bass the tollowing gentle 
mei were appointed a committee to yre:

STEPHENS ON SPEER. 


The Georgia Statesman sits Down Flut on the Ninth 
District Congressman. 
Special to Cincinnaii Enquirer. 

Wasutneton, May 23.—There was a report 
in circulation at the capitol to-day to the ef- 
fect that there wasa letter published this 
morningin Atlanta and Angusta, Georgia, 
from Mr. Alexander H. Stephens, in which 
he declared his unwillingness to accept the 
nomination of the independents of that state 
A reporter of the Star, in or- 
raatter, called 
upon Mr. Stephens at the National hotel, he 
being still confined io his room by reason of 
the injury he sustained in the fail be had re- 
cently at the capitol. When asked if he had 
written a letterin regard to the nomination 
of himself for governor of Georgia, Mr. Ste- 
phens replied in the aftirmative. He said 
that last night he wrote a letter, distinctly de- 
fining his position, to an old friend, Mr. 
Charles G. Smith, of Washington, Ga.; that 
Mr. Smith had written requesting him to state 
his position under his own hand. 

Mr. Stephens says he had not retained a 
copy of the letter. He gave it to Georgia cor- 
respondents as soon as it was written, as it was 
intended for publication. He had seen a dis- 
patch sent from Atianta and printed in Chi- 
cago, stating that there was in Atlanta a tele- 
gram from Mr. Stephens, saying he would 
accept the independent nomination. Mr. 
Stephens wrote to his friend, Mr. Smuth, that 
there was nosuch telegram in Atlanta or 
elsewhere from him; that he had ‘not author- 
ized any person to say he would accept the 
independent nomination, and the gist of his 
letter in a nutshell, he udded, was that he 
would not accept the ind. pendent nomina- 
tion, but he would accept the regular demo- 
cratic nomination, if tendered him. 

Hie said he bad no aspirations for the gov- 
ernorship, but men of all parties In Georgia 
had represented to him that the people 
wanted him, and he had said he would take 
the nomination if the citizens of Georgia de- 
sired it. He said be would regard the action 
of the democratic convention as voicing the 
willof the people. If that convention should 
nominate him, he would take it as evidence 
of the peopte’s desire to have him for gov- 
ernor, and he would run; but if that conven- 
tion should not nominate him, he would 
construe it to mean that he was not the peo- 
ple’s choice, and he would not run on any 
ticket, nor for any oan: that if. the demo- 
cratic convention should not nominate hiin, 
his name could not, and should not be used 
at all: in short, that he would take none but 
the regular democratic nomination." Mr. 
Stephens said that he had never given any 
authority for the telegram sent by represen- 
tative Speer, of Georgia, to Dr. Felton, to the 
effect that he (Stephens) would accept the 
independent nomination.

COTTONHEADED CRANKS 


WHO BELIEVEIN A COTTON-SAND- 
ING MACHINE. 


@aeewen 


Which is Said to be Manutactured at Greentown, a 
Small Village Near Atian.a—D ligent Search 
Does Not Disclose Such a Town, and Men 
Who Know Say the Ides is Absurd. 


The following article is going the rounds of 
the press, having originated in New York and 
made a tour of England, receiving publica- 
tién in the Liverpool papers, and finally com- 
ing back to America where it is having a very 
extensive run: 

The New York Dry Goods Bulletin, having sent a 

commissioner to the south to inquire into the truth 
or otherwise of the alleged cotton frauds, has re- 
ceived the following letter from its correspondent. 
dated Lone Star Plantation, Mi-sissippi. The owner 
of the plantation is giveu as Dr. Jackson. The cor- 
respondent says: 
The first place we visited was his stable, where he 
kept some eighty head of mules, and then we went 
to the gin house. it was a large buiidiag, some 50 
feet wide by 0 or 90 long, and contained three gin 
stands up stairs and two presses below. These | 
readily recognized, buton the rafters of tae lower 
floor, right above the presses, was a macifine, the 
like of which Thad never seen before. ‘This,’ 
said the doctor, “is the ‘soutbern pride,’ the poor 
man’s friend.’’ “But please explain,’’ 1 begged 
of him, hardly able to control my patience. 

“This isa new attachment, an intermediate be- 
tween the gin and the press, and is called ‘the Mor- 
gan Patent Duplex Sand Injector.’ Yon see, as the 
cotton comes from the flo -rabove, it passes through 
this funnel-shaped aperture, and enters a receiver 
in theinjector. Here it is caught by a system of 
rollers, aud passes through what might be called a 
cylinder. Atthe opposite end of the cylinder is an 
opening, through which an endless stream of sand 
is poured, which is thoroughly mixed with the cot- 
ton, whi'e the cylinder revolves. After several rev- 
Olutions, in which the cotton becomes thoroughly 
impreguated with the sand, an utomatic cut-off 
opens a slide and throws the cotton into an inclined 
plain immediately above ihe press. From there it 
passes slowly into the press and is packed. The 
greatest feature about the injector is that the cot- 
ton, after being thoroughly mixed with the sand, 
is allowed, by an elevator-jike contrivance, to move 
slowly into the press, so that nota particle of sand 
islost. Isn’tita glorious invention? Itis only a 
southern genius that could hit upon so grand an 
idea.”’ 

Was I dreaming? Was it possible that sucha 
thing really existed, and notonly in the brains of 
the Oidham spiuners? The doctor noticed my as- 
tonishment and went on to explain to me that sand 
was cheaper to raise than cotton, and, that if scien- 
tificia ly worked and systematically carried out, 
the protits of an average crop were increased by 35 
to 50 percent; ‘‘and,’’ he smilangly added, “you 
know the crop of sand never fails.”’ 

Wishing to Roadie more of this wonderful machine 
we returned to the house, and there the doctor 
gaye me a pamphlet with. full description and 
many tesiimonials. Itseems that the machine is 
manufactured in Greentown, a sraall village near 
Atlanta, Ga., and thatthe facet of its manufacture 
has heretofore beon kept a secret. 

A CONSTITUTION reporter showed (he article 
to Mr. J. W. Goldsmith yesterday and. told 
him that it had been published in Liverpool 
and other English papers, and that the story 
appeared to be accepted as true by the papers 
that had published it in England. Mr. Goid- 
stnith said: 

“Then I would say nothing about it. <A 
Inan who does not xnow enough about cotton 
to see the absurdity of such a thing as that 
can’t have sense enough to listen to reason. 
Twenty pounds of sand ina bale ef cotton 
would amounttotwo dollars or two anda 
half, but it would damage the class of che 
cotton at least two cents a pound or ten dol- 
lars a bale, so any man with a particle of rea- 
son can see the folly of putting sand in 
cotton.’’ 

GREENTOWN, 

“Where is Greentown ?”’ 

“TI never heard of Greentown before. It 
probably is the home of the man who wrote 
that article. There is certainly no such place 
near Atlanta, and of course there is no such 
maclfine as the one referred to in the article. 
There is not one man in ten thousand who 
intentionally allows sand to get into his cot- 
ton, and that man loses when he does sv. The 
idea now is to get the sand out of the cotton. 
Atlanta is far from manutacturing any ma- 
chinery for putting sand intocotton. On the 
contrary, we make here thousands of the 
Clarke seed cotton cleaners with which the 
sand is removed. This article charges that 
Atlanta, orrather a town near Atlanta, is 
making machines’ for putting sand 
into cotton after it is ginned. 
The Clarke cleaner, however, takes the sand 
out before the cotton is ginned, and that is 
just the difference between the facts and the 
report. I cannot see how any man could be- 
lieve such statements as are made in the arti- 
cle, or how any intelligent newspaper man 
could select such a thing for his subscribers 
toread. Asa pieceof humor it isa failure; 
as a hoax, it is too plain to deceive anybody. 
It only deserves notice as the acme of non- 
seuse. It may be, however, that some green 
northern newspaper correspondent wrote itin 
good faith. They believe some pretty heavy 
tales about the south. I remember one day, 
several years ago, some northern men were on 
their way to Florida, and a few miles 
below here they were shown some cotton seed 
by a practical joker, who told them that that 
was what the southern planters used to feed 
slaves on, and the tourists believed him.” 

NO MONOPOLY IN If, 

“No,’’ continued Mr. Goldsmith, ‘‘there is 
no money in putting sand in cotton or in 
doing it any otherinjury, The loss invaria 
bly falls on the :1aan who does so. There is 
no doubt that very much sandy cotton goes 
out from the svuth, but it is from the sandy 
parts of the country, and the sand gets there 
by the cotton being beaten out on the ground 
by the rains, No man who knows his busi- 
ness will fail to keep his cotton in as good or- 
der as possible. Any short-coming, if not dis- 
covered at the time, will finally be heard 
from. Iremember that about forty years ago 
my father wasin business in Hamburg, South 
Carolina, and bought a bale ot cotton from 
one of the men living in that section. The 
cotton was shipped to England, and in a lew 
months the last man who vot it returned tous 
a rock weighing about fifty pounds which had 
been taken from the mid@le of the bale. By 
the marks and numbers it was easy to trace 
the bale of cotton to its origin, and my father 
readily learned the name of the men from 
whom the cotton had been purchased. It 
happened that on the day on which the rock 
reached us we received an order from the man 
whosold us thecotton fora barrel of New 
Orleans sugar. We headed the rock upin 
the barrel and sent it along. Thus that rock 
went across the ocean and came back to the 
man who had attempted the fraud. We 
never aiterwards heard from him on the sub- 
ject, although he continued to trade with us 
fora number of years.”’ 

“To show you how hard it is to perpetrate 
a fraud,’’ remarked Mr. J. J Goldsmith, who 
was present, ‘‘I can relate a little affair which 
came under my observation. About twenty- 
five years agol was clerking in a store in 
Carroll county and the firm bought a 
bale of cotton which through 
the usual channel! reached the 
millsin England. We received notice thatit 
was a falsely packed bale, and a demand for 
damages was made. The man who sold us the 
cotton was a preacher and grew wrothy when 
we told him of the false packing. After wrack- 
ing his brain for a solution he finally remem- 
bered that in a previous season he had had a 
small quantity of cotton left over from the 
crop. There was not enoughto make a full 
bale, so it was put into the screw and left 
there. Later a fresbet raised the water to the 
screw and the cotton was in 
the water a week or so. When 
the next packing season arrived just 
enough cotton was put in to make out a bale 
and the old cotton was not examined. It es- 
caped the men whosampled the bale, and the 


ton reached the manufacturerin Engiand, 

but the origin of the bale was traced by a 

regular channel and the wrong was righted.”’
